mportunt shootluK scrape that\lias occurred 
u Colorado Springs for somo ,liiue. From 
what wo csl lenm of the partlci^ars of the 
affair they are as follows: Earljvjestcrday 
1101 uing a party of llvo returned 
ftomM«ni- 


tou in one of Low & Wouiack'9 carriages 
driven b> Wnj. Galnes. Three of tno party 
were left at their homes, tile olber two going 
to the barn with the driver. When it came 
to settling for the carriage a dispute arost 
o tho price, 
tboso hiring claiming tttat 


fit e dollars was tlio price agreed and thodiirer 
demanding $10 ou tlie ground that he had 
boon kept out so late, it being 4.30 o'clock. 
This demand on tho part of G»lnos was con- 
sidered excessive by those whe bad hired the 
carriage. Some hot words ensued, Gaines de- 
claring that he would hare the other S5 be- 
fore they left the. barn. From words It came 
to blows, Galnes Dappling with one ol tbe 


men. 
About this time Officer McCabo, who "»» 


turning out the gas lamp at the corner of South 
Park (Ace and Cascade avnnue, stepped Into 
the barn and tried to quell tlio disturbance 


JlcC-ibe tells the following story 
Com- 


manded Galnes once or twice to desist but he 
would iiot comply with the request. I then 
took hold of Galnes and tried to prevent him 
fiom making any farther assaults. Galnss, 
however, resisted, pushed me to one side and 
tuen grappled with me, at the same time mak- 
ing threats. 1 pulled my rqyMver, more with 
the intention of using II as a billy than any- 
thing else. Hut threats against my life were 
repeated and then fsliot Galnes, the ball en 
tering the left arm aoo\ e the runsclo and r*nc- 
iflz upward Into the shoulder. 


Some of tbe witnesses who saw the shoot- 


Ing sa> freely that McCabo was justified In 
doing as he did. 


On the other aide Game] claims that while 


he might not hare treated McCabe as lie
